Washington.—Soldiers of peace, but 
equally ready in times of war, the 
United States coast guard has com- 
pieted maneuvers off Cape May, N. J., 
and is now ready for its winter’s 
work. Many people connect the coast 
guard cutters with smugglers and prov 
hibition violators, but, as a fact, the 
cutters have yery little work to do 
along these lines. The bureau. of in- 
ternal revenue maintains ‘boats to 
chase. runi-runners, and the customs 
officials look after the smugglers. 

The great job of the coast guard 
service ts to save human life and 
property. Last year the property sal- 
vagel by the coast guard counted up 
to more vhan $67,000,000, or nearly 
seven tlues ag great as the appro- 
priation for its maintenance. _ 

One of the big features. of the work 
is the ald the service gives to sailors 
in Alaskan waters or off the New- 
foundiand banks, where doctors are 
scarce. In fact, many ef the Alaskan 
natives never saw a doctor except the 
coast guard doctors; who Introduced 
them. to the value of vaccination and 
the proper care of tnfected wounds 
and other troubles. 

Every fishing season during recent 
years a hospital ship from the coast 
guard fleet has cruised among the fish- 
ing boats of Newfoundland. The doc- 
tors and attendarts climb aboard 
every ship, cauterize and bandage the 
wounds of the fishermen and remove 
to their own boat the more sertously 
injured and those who have been 
stricken by disease. The same‘thing 
fs Jone in the Alaskan fisheries aud 
in the fisheries of Puget sound, 

The cutter service was created in 
1790 by an act of congress inspired 
by Alexander Hamilton, first secre- 
tary of the treasury, It was organized 
then on the military-basis it: has .ever 
since retained. Its officers are espe- 
elally educated, with its men entisted 
for from two to three years. ‘They 
are subjecteu to discipiite. more se- 
vere than that which existe in either 
the army or navy. 

The man of the coast guard must 
be a sailor in every sense of the word. 
and his training in active marine life 
lasts: from his enlistment until his 
discharge. Hundreds of these men 
enlisted uncer British or Scandinavian 
colors during the World war to serve 
on blockade runners, but few of them 
returned.
